* ' Dr, Richard A. Kenney has been appointed Professor and Chairman, 

department of Physiology, of The George Washington University School of 
Medicine. Visiting Professor since 1968, he has been Acting Chairman 
of the department since 1970. 

Dr, Kenney’s broad experience in medical education includes teaching 
posts in England, Australia and the Far East. As a member of the education 
and training division of the World Health Organization from 1955 to 1960, 

Ye was assigned as Professor of Physiology at the University of Rangoon 
for three years, and at the University of North Sumatra for two years. 

From 1960 to 1965 he was Professor and Chairman, Department of Physiology, 
at the University of Singapore, where he was also Vice-Dean of the Faculty 
of Medicine. . ^ 

A native of Coventry, England, he holds the B.Sc. degree with honors 
and the Ph.D. degree from the University of Birmingham, England. He has 
done extensive research in renal function and his work has been widely 
published in scientific journals. His professional memberships include the 
International Society for Nephrology, the American, Australasian, Indian 
and Japanese Physiological Societies, the Renal Association of the United 
Kingdom and the Royal Society of Tropical Medicine.

THE GHOST SONATA BY 
AUGUST STRINDBERG AT GW 

August Strindberg's The Ghost Sonata will be presented at The George 
Washington University in the Dorothy Betts Marvin Theatre, 800-21st Street, 
N.W. by the university's Department of Speech and Drama on February 29, 

March 1 , 2, 3, and 4, at 6:00 p.m. and on March 4 in a matinee performance 

at 2:00 p.m. 

Written in 1907, the play, both a chamber play, and a dream play, is 

said to be the finest of its kind from the point of view of conception and 

structure, and one of the outstanding pieces of literature of the last 
100 years. 

In The Ghost Sonata all the characters are created out of the sub¬ 
conscious thought of the main character, the student, Arkenholz. Without 
a conventional plot, the play offers the theatre goer a study of the blend¬ 
ing of illusion and reality. Strindberg wrote, in 1907, that a chamber 
play was to be "intimate in form; a simple theme treated with thorough¬ 
ness, few characters; vast perspectives; freely imaginative; but built 
upon observations, experiences, carefully studied; simple..." 

To emphasize the dreamlike quality of the play, the student, Arkenholz, 
will be the only one to appear in color. The other characters will appear 
in black, vjhite, and gray. 
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Director and set designer for the production will be Dean Munroe, 
with costumes by Paul Parady, and lighting design by Peter Gorin. The 
student, Arkenholz, will be played by Clay Kartin. Carol Cappello will 
portray the Young Girl; Walter Matherly, the Old Man, Mr. Hummel; Rita 
Boselli, the Mummy; and Lenny Wolpe, the Colonel. Total cast will num¬ 
ber 21. 

There will be an exhibit on Strindberg, loaned by the Swedish 
Embassy, during the run of the Play. It will be shown in the Leggette 
Room, off the Marvin Theatre lobby.

THREE TO RECEIVE HONORARY DEGREES 
AT GW WINTER CONVOCATION 


A United States Senator and two scientists will receive honorary degrees 
at the Winter Convocation of The George Washington University on Monday, Feb. 

21, 1972, at 8:00 p.m. conmencenient exercises in Constitution Hall. 

Senator Sam J. Ervin, Jr., of North Carolina will receive the honorary 
degree of Doctor of Laws. Dr. Marshall Nirenberg, Nobel laureate in medicine, 
and Chief, Laboratory of Biochemical Genetics, National Institutes of Health 
and Harold Wheeler, pioneer in the field of radio engineering, and Chief 
Scientist in the Hazeltine Corporation's Research Laboratories, will receive 
honorary degrees of Doctor of Science. 

George Washington University President Lloyd H. Elliott will confer the 
honorary degrees as well as degrees in course to some 900 graduates. Senator 
Ervin will deliver the convocation address. 

Senator Ervin is regarded as an outstanding spokesman for the constitu¬ 
tional and civil liberties of the American people. He is chairman of the 
Senate Subcommittee on Constitutional Rights and has served in the Senate 
since 1954. The senator served three terms in the North Carolina General 
Assembly, and a partial term in the U.S. House of Representatives. He has 
been a judge in Burke County Criminal Court, in the North Carolina Superior 
Court, and in the North Carolina Supreme Court. He holds the George Washing¬ 
ton Medal from the Freedoms Foundation. 

Dr. Nirenberg has been associated with the National Institutes of Health 
since 1957, the year he completed his doctoral studies at the University of 
Michigan at Ann Arbor. There he has worked in the areas of arthritis and 
metabolic diseases, metabolic enzymes, and biochemical genetics. The same year 
he received the Nobel Prize, 1968, he was also a recipient of the Lasker Award. 
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He has been showered with recognition for his work and has written extensively 
for scientific journals. 

Mr. Wheeler is a graduate of the George Washington School of Engineering 
(B.S. in Physics, 1925, the first recipient of this degree). He has devoted 
nearly all of his professional career to the Hazel tine Corporation and to 
Wheeler Laboratories, Inc., which became a subsidiary of Hazeltine. In 1924, 
at Hazeltine, hev/as working on the design of home radio receivers. By 1939, 
he was Vice President and Chief Consulting Engineer. In this cajacity during 
World War II, he was a leader in military electronics. He has been awarded 
about 180 U.S. patents and many foreign patents. Mr. Wheeler and his associates 
are known for work on microwaves and antennas, largely for use in radar and 
guided missiles. In 1964, Mr. Wheeler received the Medal of Honor from the 
Institute of Electrical and Electronics Engineers.

ALUMNI ACHIEVEMENT AWARDS AT 
GW WINTER CONVOCATION 


Three distinguished alumni of The George Washington University will 
receive alumni achievement awards from the University at the GW Winter 
Convocation on Monday, Feb. 21, 1972, at 8:00 p.m. in Constitution Hall. 

They are: Judge Harry Lee Carrico, Justice of the Supreme Court of 
Appeals of Virginia; Dr. Mildred Sandison Fenner, editor of Today's 
Education: The Journal of The National Education Association ; and Dr. Mark 
Hummer Lepper, Dean of the new Rush Medical College which is operated in 
conjunction with Presbyterian-St. Luke's Hospital in Chicago. 

The recipients will be presented for the awards by J. Dallas Shirley, 
president of GW's General Alumni Association. GW President Lloyd H. 

Elliott will make the awards. 

JUDGE CARRICO was graduated from the George Washington University Law 
School in 1942. He entered private practice for a short time, and from 
1943 to 1951 was trial justice for Fairfax County, Va. Following five 
years of private practice (1951 to 1956), he was appointed Judge of the 16th 
Judicial Court in Virginia. He was appointed to the State Supreme Court 
in 1961. He is the only graduate of a law school outside the Commonwealth 
of Virginia to receive an appointment to the State Supreme Court. He has 
served on the Fairfax County Safety Commission and the Governor's Highway 
Safety Committee. 

DR. FENNER holds the degrees of Master of Arts (1938) and Doctor of 
Education (1942) from George Washington. Her undergraduate degree is from 
Maryville State College in Missouri. Under her leadership. Today's Educa¬ 
tion has received numerous national awards, including the Golden Lamp 
Award in 1969, the highest honor the Educational Press Association confers. 
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She is the author of NEA History and co-author of Pioneer American Editors . 

In 1971 she was recognized as one of the "75 Most Important Women in America" 
by (he Ladies Home Journal and one of the "25 Outstanding Women in the 
Uftitffd States" by Alma Moore College. She is the first woman member of the 
Horace Mann League. Dr. Fenner has been active in many professional organiza¬ 
tions, among them the American Association of University Women, the National 
Council of Administrative Women in Education, the Columbian Women of George 
Washington University, and the American Newspaper Women’s Club. She served 
as National Secretary-Treasurer of the Education Press Association (1951- 
1960), and is now on the executive board of the Education Writer's Association. 

DR. LEPPER holds Bachelor of Arts (1938) and Doctor of Medicine (1941) 
degrees from George Washnngton. He was at the Walter Reed General Hospital 
from 1948 to 1950. He was Medical Superintendent of the Municipal Contagious 
Diseases Hospital in Chicago (1950-1952) and then became a member of the 
faculty of the University of Illinois in Chicago. He served for a time as 
head of the Department of Preventive Medicine and became full professor in 
1955. In 1966 he was appointed Executive Vice President for Professional 
and Academic Affairs at Presbyterian-St. Luke's Hospital and served in 
that capacity until accepting his present position. Dr. Lepper has contributed 
notably to the treatment of infectious diseases and in the delivery of 
medical services to the indigent. The medical care system he has established 
for the underprivileged in Chicago has become a standard for similar programs 
elsewhere. Young men trained under his guidance are now occupying prominent 
academic posts throughout the country.

FREEDOM 


(Remarks by Senator Sam J. Ervin, Jr., for delivery to the 
Convocation of the George Washington University at Consti¬ 
tution Hall in Washington, D. C., at 6 P.M. on February 21 , 

1972.) 

We meet in this convocation of this great institution of learning 
which bears and honors his name to celebrate the anniversary of the birth 
of the Father of Our Country. 

It is fitting, therefore, for us to meditate upon the declaration in 
the preamble to the Constitution that George Washington and his contem¬ 
poraries in the Convention of 1787 framed that instrument to secure the 
blessings of freedom to all Americans of all generations. 

While love of freedom inspired the Constitution, it did not have its 
origin in our country. 

The love of freedom was brought to our land before the Revolution by 
courageous men and women from the British Isles, Holland, the vineclad 
hills of France, the Palatinate of Germany, and the mountains of Switzerland, 
who craved above all things the freedom denied them by the tyrannical civil 
and ecclesiastical rulers of the Old V/orld. 

Since so many men appear so anxious nowadays to swap the reality of 
freedom for the mirage of security, it would be well for us to ponder the 
choice our ancestors made when they forsook the comparative security of the 
Old World for the terrifying insecurity ofthe new. 

It was not without many pangs of regret that they ^urnedV^heir- backs 
for all time upon the scenes of their childhood, the graves of their beloved 
dead, and the comparative security of the then civilized world, and journeyed 
in tiny barks across a boisterous ocean to establish homes for themselves 
and their children and their children's children in what was then a perilous 
wilderness in a new and strange land. 

Why did they do this? Why did they exchange the comparative security 
of the Old World for the terrifying insecurity of the new? The answer is 
simply this: they preferred freedom to security. 



As a consequence of these things, the valiant folk who mafle America 
realized not only that econoinic freedom is an absolutely necessary attribute 
of a free society, but also that it most effectively encourages men and 
worsen to make of themselves everything God gave them any possibility of be¬ 
coming . 

Political Freedom 

The men and women who made America believed that governments derive 
their just powers from the consent of the governed. Moreover, they had ab¬ 
sorbed the lessons taught by the history of the struggle of the people 
against arbitrary power for the right to be free from tyranny. Hence, they 
comprehended some eternal truths respecting men and government. 

They knew that those who are entrusted with powers of government are 
susceptible to the disease of tyrants, which George Washington rightly 
diagnosed in his Farewell Address as "the love of power and proneness to 
abuse it." For this reason, they realized that the powers of public officers 
should be defined by laws which they as well as the people are obligated to 
obey. 

They also knew the truth subsequently embodied by Daniel Webster in 
this aphorism: "V/hatever government is not a government of laws is a despotism, 
let it be called what it may." 

For this reason, they realized that liberty cannot exist .except under 
a government of laws, i.e., a government in which the conduct of the people 
is controlled by certain, constant, and uniform laws rather than by the 
a.rbitrary, uncertain, and inconstant wills of the men who occupy public 
offices, and in which the laws accord to the people as much freedom as the 
commonweal perraits. 

They likewise knew that Thomas Hobbes had proclaimed an unalterable 
principle when he said: "Freedom is political power divided into small 
fragments." 
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They knew, moreover, the political truth aftervrards phrased by V/oodrov 
Wilson in these vords: 

’’Liberty has never come Iz’om the [government. Liberty 
has always come from the subjects of it. The history of liberty is 
a history of the limitation of governmental power, not the in¬ 
crease of it. When we resist therefore the concentration of 
power, we are resisting the processes of death, because con¬ 
centration of power is what always precedes the destruction of 
human liberties.” 

For these reasons, they realized that the powers of government should 
be diffused among different repositories, that ’’local processes of law are 
an essential part of any government conducted by the people,” and that ”no 
national government . . . can be as closely in touch with those who are 
governed as can the local authorities in the several states and their sub¬ 
divisions.” 

To make the blessings of freedom secure they drafted and ratified the 
Constitution which is designed to establish a government of laws conforming 
to these eternal truths. 

Religious Freedom 

The most heart-rending story of history is that of man’s struggle 
against civil and ecclesiastical tyranny for the simple right of bowing his 
own knees before his own God in his own way. As Chief Justice Walter P. 
Stacy of the North Carolina Supreme Court so well declared in one of the 
great Judicial opinions of all time, ’’men contend more furiously over the 
road to heaven, which they cannot see, than over their visible walks on 
earth,” and history records ’’the tragic^fact that men have gone to war and 
cut each others’ throats because they could not agree as to what was to be¬ 
come of them after their throats were cut.” 
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The men and women who gave freedom to America were devout souls. They 
had i.earned some of the sorrowfu.1 facts of th-e r.plritiial life of iri/in in the 
bitter crucible of experience. liost of ti:c.-i dissented from the doctrinen 
and usages of the churches established by law in the lands of their origins. 
They were denied the right to worship God in their own ways. They were com¬ 
pelled to pay tithes for the support and propagation of religious opinions 
which they disbelieved. They had their marriages annxiUed and their children 
adjudged illegitimate for daring to speak their marriage vows before ministers 
of their own faiths rather than before clergymen of the established churches. 

But these cruel oppressions merely steeled their conviction that 
religion is a private matter between man and his God; that no huraan authority 
should \mdertake to control or interfere with the rights of conscience; and 
that "to compel a man to furnish contributions of money for the propagation 
of opinions which he disbelieves is sinful and tyrannical." 

For these reasons, our ancestors staked the very existence of America 
as n free nation upon the principle that "all men have a natural and un¬ 
alienable right to worship Almighty God according to the dictates of their 
own consciences," and the coi-ollary that this natural and unalienable right 
can be secured only by keeping the hands of the state out of religion and 
the hands of religion off the state. 

Intellcctue.1 Freedom 

While I divide freedom into parts for ease of discussion, the in- 
cUvisibleness of freedom becomes manifest when we realize that intellectual 
freedom is inextricably intertwined with political and religious freedom, 
and that the full enjoyment of political, religious, and intellectual freedom 
is dependent upon economic freedom. 

The greatest exponent of intellectual freedom among the men and women 
who made America a living reality was Thomas Jefferson, who said: I have sworn 
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upon the altar of God eternal hostility against every form of tyranny over 
the mind of man." 

His contemporaries shared Jefferson’s abhorrence of tyranny over the 
mind, and for this reason they adopted the First /jnendment. When this ainend- 
rent is read in conjunction with the Due Process Clause of the Fourteenth 
Amendment, it compels the states as well as the federal government to extend 
to every human being within our borders these intellectual, political, and 
religious freedoms: 

1. Freedom to think whatever he pleases. 

2. Freedom to speak and publish his thoughts with impunity, provided 
what he says or publishes is not obscene and does not falsely slander or 
libel another, or tend to obstruct the courts in their administration of 
justice, or create a clear and present danger that it will incite others to 
commit crimes. 

3. Freedom to associate with others to accomplish any lawful objective. 

4. Freedom to meet peaceably with others for consultation and protest, 
and to petition those invested with powers of government for redress of 
grievances, real or imagined. 

5. Freedom to entertain such religious belief as appeal to his conscience, 
to practice his religious beliefs in any form of worship not injurious to 
others, to endeavor by peacef\il persuasion to convert others to his religious 
beliefs, and to be exempt from taxation for the support of any institution 
which teaches religion of any character. 

These freedoms are exercisable by fools as well as by wise men, by 
agnostics or atheists as well as by the devout, by those who defy our Consti¬ 
tution and laws as well as by those who conform to them, and by those who hate 
our country as well as by those who love it. 

We cannot overmagnify the value of these freedoms. This is so because 
they are the fundamental freedoms which malce it possible for America to end\are 


as a free society. 
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To be sure, the exercise of these freedoms raay require us to put up 
with a lot of intellectual rubbish. But our country has nothing to fen.i’ 
from them, however much uhey may be abused, as long as it leaves truth free 
to combat error. 

Put?; To Preserve Freedom 

Freedom is hard to acquire or retain, but easy to lose. 

Freedom is certainly not free. Our freedom was bought for us by the 
blood, sweat, tears, and prayers of men and women past numbering. 

As the Preamble to the Constitution indicates, the most solemn obli¬ 
gation resting upon us is to preserve freedom for ourselves and our posterity. 

This we must do if we and future generations of Americans are to enjoy 
its blessings. As Thomas Paine declared in Revolutionary Days, "Those who 
expect to reap the blessings of freedom must, like men, undergo the fatigue 
of supporting it." 

This is necessarily so because God grants freedom only to those who love 
it and are always ready to guard and defend it. The brave men and women vrho 
made the America we love dedicated it to the proposition that men "are endowed 
by their Creator with certain vinalienable rights; that among these are life, 
liberty, the enjoyment of the fruits of their own labor, and the pursuit of 
happiness." 

Having done this, they bequeathed America to us in trust for ourselves 
and our children and our children’s children with knowledge of the unhappy 
truth that the conflict between tyranny and freedom never ceases, and that 
freedom always stands in peril at the hands of those forces which seek to 
dominate the lives of others. 

To aid us in preserving freedom, they warned us that eternal vigilance 
is the price of freedom, and that we must recur to fundamental principles 
frequently to save it. 
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Defeats of Frcodoni 

During recent years, tlie conflict boWeen tyranny and freedom has 
intensified; and freedom is suffering many defeats. 

I will specify vhat I conceive to be a few of thaa. In so doing, I 
will undoubtedly offend powerful special interest groups which are not 
averse to destroying the freedom of others to achieve their special objectives. 

I realize, moreover, that many sincere persons having no aoces to grind 
may disagree with some of my specific observations. I freely accord to them 
their freedom to differ with me. 

By concentrating ever-expanding power in itself, the federal government 
is substantially robbing the states and their political subdivisions of their 
right to regulate local and personal activities within their borders, and 
individuals of their freedom to contract with respect to their comiaercial and 
personal affairs and their private property. 

By collecting and storing personal data concerning individuals for which 
it has no legitimate need, by placing under covert and overt surveillance 
individuals who dissent from its policies, and by branding the members of 
organizations obnoxious to it a.s intellectually or politically dangerous to 
the established order, the federal government is invading the privacy of in¬ 
dividuals, and discouraging them to exercise their First Ameniment rights 
to freedom of thought, speech, and the press, and their First Amendment right 
to freedom of association, and their First Ajnendment rights peaceably to 
assemble and to petition goverrmient for redress of grievances. 

By extravagent expenditures for domestic and foreign programs past 
numbering financed in part by exorbitant taxes and in part by unprincipled 
deficit financing, the federal government is confiscating an inordinate pro¬ 
portion of the fruits of the labors of the people, destroying the value of 
their past savings and the purchasing power of the earnings it permits them 
to retain, and mortgaging their economic future and that of their children.

By adopting "no-knock" lows and claii.'dnc for the President as an in¬ 
herent pov/er the authority denied hij.i by the Pourth Ajucridraont, the fcricr.'il 
government is subjecting the persons, houses, papers, and effects of the 
people to unreasonable searches and seizures. 

By adopting a preventive detention law for the District of Columbia, 
the federal govemment is denying persons allegedly committing non-capital 
crimes in the District a right the people of the United States have enjoyed 
since 1789, i.e., the right to release on bail pending trial, and imprisoning 
them merely because a judge fears they may commit crimes in the future if 
they are released on bail. 

By sanctioning compulsory unionism, the Federal government is enpowering 
unions in practical effect to compel those who labor to become and remain 
members of unions as conditions of enployraent and to participate in strikes 
they deem unjust under pain of severe union-inflicted fines. 

By denying children the right to attend their neighborhood school and 
requiring them to be bused to and fro to mix them racially in schools in 
undefined proportions pleasing to bureaucrats and judges, the federal govern¬ 
ment is making children of all races the hapless and helpless pawns of 
bureaucratic and judicial tyranny. 

By demanding that all Americans be taxed to support educational in¬ 
stitutions maintained by churches to teach their religious beliefs, federal 
officials are Imperiling the right of every American to be exempt from 
taxation to finance a violation of the Establishment and Freedom of Worship 
clauses of the First Amendment. 

Conclusion 

What I have been trying to say about freedom was much better expressed 
by one of its foremost champions, Rudyard Kipling, in his stirring poem 
entitled "The Old Issue." I quote his words; 
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"All we have of frcodoiri, all wo uno or knov: 

This oiir fathers b«ii{^ht for ns lo'.'iit o.nd long a,go. 

Ancient right unnooieoci as t'no Ijrcath we ilrav; 

Leave to live hy no nan's leave, vindcrneaih tlie l.'w. 

Lance and torch and tuinult, steel and groy-goose wing, 

Wrenched it, inch and ell and all, slowly from the King. 

Till our fathers 'stablished, after bloody years. 

How our King is one with us, first among his peers. 

So they bought us freedom -- not at little cost -- 

Wherefore must we watch the King, lest our gain be lost." 

In closing, I assert that the freedom of the individual is life's most 
precious value. If it is to endure in our land, we must renew our love for it, 
exercise eternal vigilance, recur frequently to fundamental principles, and 
make manifest our determination to guard and defend it, 


cost what it may. 
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STRINDBERG EXHIBIT AT DOROTHY 
BETTS MARVIN THEATRE 

An exhibit on August Strindberg, the Swedish dramatist, will be pre¬ 
sented in the Dorothy Betts Marvin Theatre at George Washington Uni¬ 
versity February 28 through March U, 1972, courtesy of the Embassy of 
Sweden. It will be shown in the Leggette Room, off the theatre lobby, 
from 10:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. and during the performances of Strindberg's 
The Ghost Sonata scheduled for February 29 through March U in the theatre 
under the auspices of the GW Department of Speech and Drama. 

The exhibit has been produced by the Drottningholm Theater Museum and 
Riksutsstallningar. Its main theme is Strindberg as a playwright. It 
covers the period from 1087 and 1000, when he wrote The Father and Miss 
Julie , to his death in 1912. This was the period when he wrote his inter¬ 
nationally best known dramas. 

In addition to the previously mentioned plays. To Damascus , and A Dream 
Play , are featured in the first section of the exhibit. Stage history of these 
plays is glimpsed in settings, cut-outs, life-size role photos, and sketches. 

The plays reflect Strindberg's own situation at the time he wrote them and for 
this reason important biographical data are included in this section. 

The period of the intima teatern (Intimate Theatre) 1907-1910 is represented 
in the second part of the exhibition with pictures of the theatre and the 
actors, and presentations of Strindberg's work as an active dramatist. 
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A separate section of the exhibit presents Strindberg's extraordinary 
achievements as a painter and a photographer. There is a slide series 
of Strindberg paintings with taped background music. 

The Ghost Sonata will be given at 8:00 p.m. Tuesday through Saturday, 
February 29 through March U, with a 2:00 p.m. matinee on Saturday, March U.
